The Shipherd Investigation. 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—The examina- 
tion of Shipherd was resumed this morning. 
Before any questions had been put, Ship- 
herd desired to add a word, if it would bein 
order, to the testimony given yesterday. He 


.then stated he would waive the technical 


objection he had raised and would 
state the Senator to whom he had alluded was 
Mr. Blair, of New Hampshire. He further 
stated that, with one exception, there was no 
other Senator or member of Congress who 
had in any way been interested as counsel or 
who had been approached with a view to 
securing his services. This gentleman, Mr. 
Bhipherd said, was asked to act as coun- 


pel and deciined oh the ground that he might 
be calied on as a member of Congress to pass 
upon the claims of the Peruvian Company. 

ith this exception and that of Senator 
Bisirthere was no other instance of any 
effort to secure the services ofa member of 
either House of Congress. 

Mr.Biount inauired, ‘*What were your rea- 
sons for employing Senator Blair as counse!? 
Was it on account of bis relations with the 
Secretary of State, or simply in his capacity as 
attorney?” 

Witness rep‘ied he would like 
to reserve his answer until 
the committee should have decided whetner 
this matter should be gone into at the pres- 
ent time. 

Mr. Blount then asked what was the in- 
ducement which impelled him to seek the 
services of the member of Congress who hed 
deciined: whether it was on account of fm 
posed iniluence with the kxecutive, or for 
the purpose of obtaining his advice as a 
lawyer. 

Witness: It was for reasons purely personal 
to the member himself as distinguished for 
any aid he might render or was expected to 
render,or in any event as member of Congress. 
Witness declined to give the name at 
present and demurred to stating the details 
of any purely personal transaction. 

Some discussion on the part of the com- 
mittee ensued as to whether thev should 
pursuethis branch of the inquiry at presen!. 

The chairman stated that Mr. Shipherd 
wished to be excused from further examina- 
tion this morning on account ofthe state of 
his health, and perhaps it would be better to 
pass on this request before proceeding with a 
further investigation. 

The question was therefore waived for the 
present. 

Witness produced a copy of his (wit- 
ness’) letter to the President of 
May 21, and explained that it 
had been sent to him by his son, who had 
been requested to make a copy from his let- 
ter book, and that he (Shipherd), after a crit- 
icai examination, Was prepared to say it was 
a correct copy. 

The letter was then read by the cierk. It 
was quite long and rehearsed in detail the 

tiaims and plans of the Peruvian 
Company. The letter referred to enclosures, 
naming the prospectus of the company, the 
draft of theagreement with Peru, the chain 
of title of the Peruvian Company, and stated 
it was deemed bestto lay the whole matter 
before the President and to availof such 
suggestions as he might deem _ proper 
to be made in the premises; 
that no difficulty was anticipated in the set- 
tiement of all differences without asking fur- 
ther G vernment aid than tnat already indi- 
ecatod. Ltspoke of the magnitude of the in- 
terests involved, and estimated the value of 
the cuano atone thousand million dollars, 
and ineiated that ex-DPresident Grant would 
be president of the company and that its 
board of directors would inciude 
gentiemen equally as well known and capable. 

At the cone .usion of the reading Shipnerd 
said he had been engaged in a lively flirtation 
with neuralgia, Which had deprived him of 
rest and unfitted him forthe fatigue of further 
examination to-day, and he would therefore 
crave the indulgence of the committee and 
ask to be excused forthe day. The exami- 
nation was postponed until 2 o’clock to- 
morrow.

MODERN METROPOLITAN LIFE. 


The General Extravagance and Lux- 
‘ury of Living in New York. 


Merry Revelers at Expensive Restan- 
rants—Exorbitant Prices Paid 
for Theater Tickets—An- 
other Speculative Craze 
on the Tapis. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
_ New York, March 20.—Probably the very 
first thing which strikes a stranger from St. 
Louis, Chicago or any other of the interior 
cities of the Union in New York is the lavish 
display of wealth, and, as hesbecomes better 
acquainted with the life of the metropolis,the 
general extravagance. The scale of expenses 
for a man ‘‘about town,” and still more so for 
a family supposed to be in easy circumstances 
and to live on afooting of gentility—not to 
speak of fashion—seems quite a different one. 
Many little things indicate this marked fea- 
ture of New York life apart from the showy 
residences, the great number of cquipages, of 
handsome horses and gorgeous dresses 
to be witnessed on opera nights 
er at private entertainments. Indeed, in 
point of the splendor of its homes it cannot 
be said that New Yorkis greatly in advance 
of other cities. With the exception of the 
Vanderbilt, Stewart and a few other fabu- 
lously costly houses, the majority of private 
dwellings are notsuperior, if they are equal 
to those of the fushionable parts of Boston, 
Chicago and St. Louis, or even of such pro- 
vincial avenues as Delaware avenue in Buf- 
falo or Euclid avenue in Cleveland. The 
houses here, owing to the immense cost of 
land, are too narrow to be either very com- 
fortable or architecturally beautiful. A 
frontage of twenty-five feet with a dispro- 
portionate height of four stories is almost 
the rule, and the monotony of the erdless 
rows of gloomy “brown-stones,’”’ one built 
exactly like the other, and = with 
but littie outward decoration, Wwoe- 
fully detracts from , the appearance 
of Fifth avenue and other fashionable thor- 
oughfares. There are twenty residence 
streets in the United States, [ should say, 
which have a better architectural effect than 


the avenues op which our millionaires live. 
Butevery one here who knows the expense 
which these narrow, lugubrious-!ooking 
**hbrownstones’’ entail is aware that each one 
represents to the occupants an outlay of at 
least $15,000 to $20,000 a year, however smal! 
the family be. al 

EXORBITANT PRICES FOR AMUSEMENTS. 

l bave spoken of “little things.”’ Let me 
mention afew ofthem. When Sarah Bern- 
hardt was here and it had become a dictate of 
fashion or curiosity—perhaps both—to see 
her on the very first night of ber appearance, 
$15 to #40 for a seat was readily prid. <A 
friend of mine who invited me to be his 
guest for the evening cheerfully paid 

for two seats in the  aecond 
row of the ‘‘hbaicony” (the first gallery), 
and double the price was asked for good seats 
below. On the first night of Wallack’s new 
theater the boxes and seats were auctioned 
off to our Wall street magnates—for they set

each. For the second night an equal furore 
was attempted and similari'y exorbitant 
rices were charged, but, on casually pass- 
ng, about twenty minutes after the perform- 
ance began, I had an excellent seat in the or- 
chestra offered me at the very modest price 
of 60 cenis. More recently a friend paid $250 
for a box to hear Patti and thought himeeif 
fortunate to get it at that, while the ordinary 
price of seats as they had been freely sold 
everywhere at the hotels was $10, and 
$12—according to their position—choice ones, 
however, fetching far uigher rates. People 
in New York no longer think of paying the 
reguiar theater prices. In front of every 
theater is a perfect horde of speculators, who 
hold the tickets at “fancy’’ figures, which 
they regulate according to the demand. If 
the inquiry is very great, an advance of $1 is 
readily acceded to, and no one expects to see 
an attraction worth going to for le«s than #2 a 
seat. I have been to ‘Patience,’ for in- 
stance, a numberof times, and have never 
been able to procure a seat for less than $2 to 
$2 50, though the advertised price is $1 50. 
THE HABIT OF LATE SUPPERS. 

Another striking indication, in a small way, 
is the liderality with which the many expen- 
sive restaurants, Delmonico’s, the Bruns- 
wick, etc., are patronized. The man who has 
already spent $30 cr $40 for a couple of gseats 
to hear Patti orto see Sarah Bernhardt wiil 
of course not hesitate to wind up the 
evening whith a supper which will cost 
$5 or $10 a head more. Perhaps no more 
vivid iliustration of this phase of New York 
life can be obtained than by repairing, after 
the theater or opera, to Delmonico’s. The 
scene there is really extraordinary and un- 
equaled .by anything to be witnessed in 
Paris or London. Delmonico’s «nd the

ing stock or there is something like a panic. 
I remember once my great surprise in enter- 
ing the room at a time of day when it is 
usually crowded, and seeing it almost desert- 
ed. After its usual convivial aspect of lively 
hilarity, it was almost ghost-like to sit in 
this lonely desertion. I inquired of the head- 
Waiter: “Ah!” said Joe, “‘they’re having a 
areguisr panic in stocks; it’s always like 
this in a bear market.” And he proceeded to 
detailto me of the barometric value of the 
restaurant, asI have given it above. But 
the restaurateurs are not the only ones who 
feel the effect of a “‘bull’”? market. When 
stocks goup more diamonds are being bought 
at Tiffany’s, morejpretty bronezs and bric-a- 
prac are purchased at Maguire’s, livery sta- 
bles flourish better, and, indeed, that huge 
trade purely depending in a 
great city like New York on 
the luxuries of city life, instantaneously 
feels a perceptible improvement from the 
general making of “‘paper fortunes’’ which 
are so soon to crumble away. 
TOE REAL ESTATE FEVER. 

All this is very characteristic of metropol- 
itan life. It would be both useful and inter- 
esting to give the items of expenses which 
compose the maximum of $15,000 to $20,000 a 
year, necessary foreven a semi-fashionable 
establishment, but that would exceed the 
limits of this letter. The main pointis that 
this speculative era has given rise to a widely 
spread habit of living beyond one’s means,de- 
pending on delusive and fictitious means of 
income. The man who has a fortune in New 
York of $100,000, and “speculates,” will spend 
$20,000 to $25,000 a year, although a safe in- 
vestment of his money would yield him only 
$6,000—or $7,000 at most. he salaried 
employe or professional man will 
spend twice or thrice his income. Has 
he not made so and so ‘much money within 
the lastthree months? And he multiplies the 
amount by four to arrive at his “probable” 
annuel revenue. This very numerous class of 
people bave been weeded out to a consider- 
able degree by the decline of the last nine 
months, but the *‘bears’” have made a great 
deal of money in that time, and, although 
they are in a great minority (for the public 
are nearly always “‘bulls’’), there is as vet no 
marked abstement of the general extrava- 
gance. In fact, the real estate fever begins to 
take the place of the excitement in stocks. 
Fabulous prices are being paid for lots on 
Fifth avenue andiis vicinity, and even for 
unimproved property in the rocky wilder- 
nesses of the remote portions of the city, 
which cannot be built up for years and years 
io come. People are buying lots on “mar- 
gins’? as before 1873, and it looks as though 
we shal! have a real estate “boom,” with re- 
sults very similarto those experienced after 
every one of these popular crazes. 


How many a home has been robbed of sun- 
shine and happiness and rendered. sad and 
desolate by the loss of some dear and petted 
child.

Origin of London Names. 
From the London ‘Telegraph. 

So far from Slough being a corruption of 
“slow,’’? the place, might have beep expected, 
had aname long before acoach, or even a 
wagon, trundied through its rutty street. As 
far back as 1442 the village was called ‘‘Lee 
Slowe,’? and the bricks with which Ktor Coi- 
lege is built were made, according to authen- 
tic documents still extant, at ‘‘Slowe.’”’? Thus 
the local derivation of the name of this 
ancient hamlet, which, at the first blush, 
could have deceived no one, falls to the 
ground. Etymology, indeed, is a dangerous 
pastime for unpracticed hands to play at. It 
sometimes leads to awkward consequences. 
At one time the railway authorities insisted 
on naming a station not farfrom Cambridge 
Oakington, though the country folks in the 
immedizete vicinity knew the locality as Hock- 
ington. This, however was deemed a cockney- 
ism until a skeptical antiquary discovered 
that the name was derived from the family of 
Hocking, and thatin reality the rustics were 
right and the railway wrong. Again, no be- 
lief has been stronger than thata court off 
Ludgate Hill was named in honor of Poca- 
hontas—“*La Belle Sauvage.” Unhappily, 
however, further research proves thaf the 
spot has no association with the beautiful 
daughter of Powhatan, “‘Emperour of Vir- 
giniea,’’ but was the quondam site of the 
**Beli and Savage’? public house. If the 
world was to be dominated by scholars of the 
Slough type, Hampstead, instead of being a 
corruption of the Saxon ‘*hamstede,” or 
home place, would be named from somebody 
who once lived there and preferred pig’s 
flesh to mutton. Again Holborn is “Old 
Bourne’’ or river and Hackney has nothing 
to do with coaches plying for hire or tales 
twice told, but ie a long descended memory of 
Flakon, the Danish -Jar!, who, foilowing the 
ways of his race, fifteen hundred years ago 
appropriated the “ey,’’ or island. Clapiam 
looks, at first sight, to the etymologist wel! 
read in old whronicless easy to associate with 
one of the old lords of the soil, Osgod Clapa, 
the Dane, at whose daghter’s marriage feast 
Hardicanute drank himself to death. But 
we are at once silenced when we find that in 
the Chertsey Register the place is named 
Clappenham as far back as the reign of Al- 
fred, and that by the time the Domesday 
Book was cempiled the name has become 
transformed into Ciopeham. Piccadilly is no 
way connected with pickles. But, aftet set- 
tling this point, there is left us a wide choice 
among “‘peccadilloes,” a word which Butler 


applies to the collar in the  plilory; 
“Piccadilla Hall, a shop for the sale 
of ‘‘peccadillas,” or turnovers, a_ once 


fashionable article of dress; or **peccad'llas,” 
a cake formerly hawkedin the fields now 
covered with a province of houses.

Of course, the laugh is on the 
antiquated journalists at the corner of Third 
and Chestnut streets. The probabilities are 
that the next time they collar an “‘exclusive”’ 
record ina public office t will not ascend 
the housetops and make proclamation. 


AFTER all, the tax-payers of St. Louis have 
some of the spirit of the Nineteenth Century 
inthem. When it was made apparent, some 
time ago, that the revenue of the city would 
have to be increased, the problem was simply 
to increase the tax-levy, stop tax-dodging or 
cut down municipal expenses by scraping off 
a quarter of a million dollars’ worth of bar- 
nacles. The Assessors came boidly to the 
front and increased the levy $25,000,000. It 
was expected that the propertv-owners would 
raise a grand chorus of indignation. To the 
astonishment of everybody the _ situation 
was gracefully accepted. The Board of Equali- 
zation has bad fewer appealsthan usual. This 
demonstrates that public opinion can be very 
rapidly crystalized in favor of anything that 
promises a substantial benefit to the city. All 
that is wanted now to make the street-paving 
movement a success is energy, determination 
and executive ability in high places. If we 
had men here of Napoleonic or even Boss 
SHEPHERD zeal we would have St. Louis re- 
juvenated and rebaptized before two years. 
The property-owners are naturally slow to 
move, but public opinion can force them to 
build and pay for good thoroughfares in the 
heart of the city. Now let the Merchants’ 
Exchange, the Cotton Exchange, the Real 
Estate Exchange, the Mechanics’ Exchange 
and all other representative commercial 
bodies proceed to mold and dilirect this 
great power.

Before long it is very proba- 
ble that granite will be going down on the 
principal streets, and that dust will be no more. 
To citizens who are expecting to have the 
work inaugurated and to begin paying the 
bills very-soon, it willbe interesting to know 
ust how the contracts for street construction 
arelet. The method is rather complicated, 
and in several places gives the wily contractor 
achance to gouge the tax-payer. Whena 
streetis to be reconstructed the first steps 
must originate with the Board of Public Im- 
provements, Article 6, section 14, of the char- 
ter 


DETAILS THE PRELIMINARIES AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 14. No ordinances tor the construction 
or reconstruction of any street, alley or public 
highway of the city shal) be passed unless rec- 
ominended by the Board of Public Improve- 


“ments as hereinufter provided. Tne board 


may, of its own motion, and upon the petition 
of any reputable freeholder of property on any 
street, alley or highway shall designate a duy 
on which they will consider the improvement 
Of such street, alley or highway, and shall 
give two weeks’ public notice in 
the papers doing tne city printing 
of the time, place and object of their meet 
ing. On such day,if the owners of a major 
part of the property on the line of the pro- 
posed improvement shall remonstrate against 
the same, the board shall consider such re- 
monstrance, und if said board shall by aun- 
animous vote of all its members approve such 
proposed improvement, they shall cause an 
Ordinance forthe same to be prepared ana 
report the same, with the reasons for their 
— and the remonstrance, to the Assem- 

If such majority of the property-owners fail 
to remonstrate or shall petition such board for 
such improvement the board may by a vote of 
& majority of its members approve the same 
and shall cause an ordinance to be prepared 
and reported to the Assemblyt herefor. 

Section 15, All ordinances recommended by 
Said board shail specify the character of the 
work, the extent, the material to be used, the 
Manner and general reguiations under which 
it shall be executed, and the tund out of 
which it shall be paid, an@ shall be indorsed 
with the estimate of the cost thereof, ete. 

Section 16 of the same article of the City 
Charter provides as follows: Upon the recom- 
mendation of any ordinance by the Board of 
Public Improvements, the Assembly shall 
have the power, when such ordinance Shall be 
accompanicd Dy a remorfStrance, as berein- 
before provided, by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members elect of eacan House 
and in ali other cases by a vote ot a mujo:ity 
of the members elect of each House, to pass 
such Ordinance and order the making of such 
improvement. 


ct a street has beer passed, the next 
thing, Oi course, is to let the contract for the 
work. Here there is considerable red tape and 
enough ceremony to prevent anv botch work 
or chicanery, although both often oceur. 

CONTRACT LETTING 

is governed altogether by chapter $2, article 9, 
of the revised ordinunces, which lays out the 
process as tollows: 

Section 1. Kach iettingof work by the Board 
of Public Improvements, when advertised, 
shall be Jesiznatea by a number and sha!) be 
officially known by thatnumber. 

Section 2. The notice of such letting of pyb- 
lic work sha!) be published in the news- 
papers doiugthe city printing atleast three 
times, the last publication to be not less than 
ten days before the day appointed forthe bids: 
said notice shal! state the number of the letting, 
the nature of the work, the places at which 
plans, specifications and forms of contracts 
can be seen, the hour and place of opening the 
bids and the time up to which the bids will be 
received.

Section 8 simply states that the bid: |

Section 4. Each shall be signed by the 
biader, who shall state in his bidjthe names of 
the persons who will become his securities in 
case the contract shall be awarded to him. 

Section 5. Each biader before hanging in his 
bid must deposit with the treasurer an amounts 
equalto 10 per cent of the total cost of the 
work as estimated by the Board of 
Public Improvements, if such esti- 
mated cost be less than _ $3,000, pro- 
vided that no deposit be less than $50, and if 
the total cost be greater than $3,000 the deposit 
shall be 10 percent on $3,000 and five per cent 
on any excess ot the total estimated cost above 
$3,000. The amount of deposit required in each 


_ case shall be stated in the notice of letting. 


Section 6 provides that a certificate of the 
treasurer, stating that the deposit has been 
made with him, shall be filed with each pia, 
and that if this is not done the bid is not to be 
considered at all. 

Section 7 |jmuakes fit the duty of the success. 
ful bidder to enter intoa written contract to 
faithtuliy do the work, and to furnish ap 
proved security within three days after the 
award has been made to him. But an exten- 
sion of the time to turnish security not to ex. 
ceed fifteen days way be granted by a unnni- 
mous vote of the Board of Public Improve. 
ments. 

Section 8 provides that if any biader to 
whom a contract shall have been awarded 
shall failto enter into contract and furnish 
the requisite security within the required time, 
his deposit shall be forfeited and tne contract 
advertised again. 

Section 9 states that when the contract has 
been properly awarded, the board s)ball in- 
form the Auditor, who shall then return the 
depositsto all the unsuccessful bidders by 
warrants on the treasurer. 

Section 10. The bids shall be opened and 
read On the day and at the place indicated in 
the advertisement by the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements, at or about 
noon, in the presence of such board, and of 
such bidders as desire to be prevent. 

Section 15 allows the board to reject any bid 
if itis ambiguous or improperly filled out, or 
not properly signed, erased or altered, or if it 
does not contain the Treasurer's certificate 
about the deposit. 

Section 12. The award shall be made.as soon 
as the canvass of the several bids has been 
made te the lowest bidder. 

Section 15. The Board of Public Improve 
ments shall have the right to reject al) bias. 

Section 14. The performance of- all con. 
tracts made bythe board shall be secured by 
two approved securities, giving bonds in 
amount as toliows: Whenéthe estimated cost 
of the contract is $5,000 or less, the bond shall 


befor the amount of the contract, and when | 


the estimated cost is over that amount the 

bond shall be for $5,000, and 25 per cent of the 

excess over that sum.

Section 17 provides that before a contract to 
be paid for by special tax pills is executed, 
the contractor shall depose $200, as a special 
fund to be used by the «Commissioner under 
whose care the work is to be done, to defray 
the expenses of repairs to the work which the 
contractor shall fail to make _ after 
having been notified by the Commissioner. 
If part of this money has been thus used, a 
sufficient sum must again be paid in to bring 
the sum up to $200. Any amount remaining 
of this sum can be drawn out when the work 
is finished. 

WHEN THE CONTRACTOR 
who is bidding for street reconstruction con- 
tracts has gone through all this red tape, if he 
is the lowest bidder, he getsthe contract. If 
the board rejects all the bids, orif, as often 
happens, the Council rejects a bid after the 
Board of Public Improvements has let it, then 
the bids must be advertised for over again, 
— allthe work set out above must be done 
new. 

In some cases among the macadam contracts 
paodsher on Tuesday this was done three 
imes. When at last the applicant is success. 
ful and has comphed with all formalities, he 
comes under the contro] of the Commissioner 
who is designated to oversee the work. 
The Street Commissioner has control 
of all street work. Under his direction and by 
his orders the work must be done. In the 
case under discussion—the construction and 
reconstruction of streets—the amount must be 
paid by a special tax collected from tne prop- 
erty-owners on the street where the work is 
done under the following conditions, as made 

Dilain in article 6., of the new Charter. 

Section 18, of that instrument, afcer provid 
ing thatthe city shall pay fur grading new 
streets and alleys, the making of crosswalks, 
etc., andthe repairing and cleaning of all 
Streets and highways out of the general rev- 
enue, arranges tor the reconstruction of 
streets in the following language: 

The tit curbing, guttering, sidewalks, 
and ail the material forthe roadways, the re- 
pairs of all alleys and sidewalks, shall be 
charged upon the adjoining property asa 
special tax and collected and paid as herein- 


aiter provided. Whenever the estimated 
special taxes to be assessed against any prop- 
erty shall in the aggregate amount to 
more than twenty-live per cent of 


the assessed value of said property, 
calculating a depth to such property of 150 
feet, the Assembly shall- provide out of the 
general] revenue for the payment of the sum in 
excess of the said 25 percent. The Board of 
Yublic Improvements shall notify the As 

sembly whenever an ordinance is pending 
which requires an appropriation of the gener- 
al revenue to pay apartof the improvements 
therein provided for. 

Under the provisions of this section the con- 
tractor goes on with his work. In the mean- 
time itis the duty of the Special Tax Depart- 
ment, which is connected with the Board of 
Public Improvements, to make out special tax 
bills against each one of the property-holders 
on the street which is being improved. The 
Special Tax Department keeps acompletecopy 
of the Assessor’s books, and the tax on each 
is assessed accordingiyv, the amount of the 
sum which the construction or reconstruc- 
tion costs being divided prorata in accord- 
ance with the number of front feet each prop- 
erty-holder has. These bills are ail ready by 
the time the coatractor has fin 
ished his work. When it is

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MOLLIE'S PROMISE. 


An Ex-Convict Relates the Cru- 
elty That is Practiced in 
the Penitentiary. 


How Women are Lashed and Confined 
in the Dark Cell. — 
' = ‘ 
The Terrible Panishments In- 
flicted on Convicts.

**Pony Meoll’s’’ Terrible Story. 


Yesterday morning asprightly little woman 
about 35 years of age called at the Four Courts 
to see an attorney. Sheleft heraddress, ‘‘Mol- 
lie W. Warde, care of Black Rose, 504 South 
Third street,’’ where a ieporter found her, 
after a search among the dives in the vicinity. 
yesterday atternoon. She was seated in front 
of a stove, neatly dressedin a brown calico 
dress, with a shawl thrown over her shoulders 
and her hair brushed neatly back. When she 
learned that the visitor was a reporter she 


said, ‘‘I was upto Four Courts to-day to see 
Co). Claiborne and 1 was looking for a report- 
er. I willtell you what I wanted to see you 
about. Youcanuse my name and tell who 
and whatlI am or say anvthing avout me you 
want. Iam willing to make any sacrifice if I 
can accomplish whatl am going to attempt. 
My name is Mollie Warde, though I am known 
about this city as ‘Pony Moll.’ On March 
9th, 1879, I left this city in charge of 
a deputy sbenff, on the way to the 
penitentiary under a four years’ sentence for 
stealing $185 trom a man. I went up with 
Moliie liays, whose time expired three months 
avo. She promised to do what I intend to do, 
but death prevented her. She died at the 
southeust corner of Sixth and Spruce streets a 
sbort time ago. Myterm expired last Tues- 
day andi arrived down here yesterday morn- 
ing. Aslieft that terribie place 1 brought 
with me the prayers of forty women and I am 
xoing to fultillmy promise atapny cost. Il prom. 
ised that I would do all in my power 
if it took the remainder of my days to better 
the condition of the unfortusate women con- 
victs. About the treatment of the men I don’t 
know anything and I am not going to speak of 
anything lcannotswear to. The first thing l 
want to speak aboutis 
THE FOOD. 
This is of the worst kind, and I am sure the 
State does not intend to starve the poor 
wretches in addition to other punishment. A 
few months ago, the women convicts who were 
employed in the kitchen of the female depart 
ment were taken out and sent to work 
sewing buttons on shoes under some contract 
which was mude. Afterthis we got our food 
from the male department. For break- 
fast we got coffee and bread and hash. The 
coffee was made of burnt corn-bread and was 
thick and disgusting even to a hungry stom- 
ech. There might have been some coffee in 
it, but I think it was mostly burntgcorn- bread. 
The bread was often stale, and often musty 
and moldy, so that after steeping it in the cot- 
fee it made it so musty that 1 had to leave 
both after me. The bread is made of grits and 
is badly baked. The hasnisnot fit for dogs. 
l have seen the dogs smell at it and walk away 
without touching it. Itis made of tough meat 
and potatoes, but youcould not find a potato 
in it tosave your life. For dinner we got soup, 
and on this they principally live. One day it 
is rice, another barley or tgpioca. About this 
I can’t make any complaint, and thisis what 
we lived on principally. On Sunday we had 
meat and gravy and turnips, The 
turnips of course were good. Ali the meat is 
bull-neck cooked for three years in the same 
Way and so tough that I didn’t eat it unless 
forced to it by hunger. It was tough and 
often tainted. For supper we had coffee and 
About these I have told you. By the 
kindheartedness of Mrs. Sandford, the ma- 
tron, whois a dear, good woman, we used to 
get molasses,but I don’t think you better say, 
prisoners might lose. that. 
can’t Stand 
many more privations.’’ . 
‘*‘WHAT ABOUTATHE PUNISHMENTS?*’ 

‘*'The whole system iswrong. One convict’s 
word is as good as another, but they appoints 
one over another, and if she has any spite or 
any bard feelings against any of the women 

GOD H&LP THE POOR WRETCH! 

Just wait and I’li show you something,’’ said 
Moliie. She went to a box, and after searching 
among some patch quilt work, the labor of 
three years. as she said herself, some quaint 
trinkets (the workmanship of the convicts) 
and a bunch of letters, she brought up a 
report of the Committee on Penitentiary to the 
Thirty-first General Assembly of Missouri, to 
whom was referred the resolution of Mr. John- 
son, of St. Louis, instructing them to inquire 
into the modes of punishing prisoners con- 
fined in the Penitentiary. . 

‘*Here,’’ said Mollie, ‘‘let me read parts of 
this testimony about the femaie department: 
‘prisoners are punished by having them locked 
upinadark ceil, ‘‘biind cell’’ as we call it, 
and having themfed on bread and water until 
l think they are suliliciently overit. I think it 
is two or three days, but of late we 


dont’t put them there only over night. 
We whip them occasionally. Capt. 
Bradbury does that. I don’t know 


how many lashes he inflicts generally when 
they are sent down. They never come back 
locking bad Ilseetothat myself. 1 have a 
trusty that I send around to see howthey have 
been punished, or if their backs are sore or 
anything like that. lLseetoitand give them 
liniment. Upon one ortwo occasions I have 
seen the skinalittle broken. I never heard 
them complain. Tnuey are punished for not 
obeying orders and not going to their work as 
they ought to, and sometimes they refuse posi- 
tively to work.’ 

‘‘Now,’’ said Mollie, ‘‘this 1s sworn testi- 
mony. Now, in the three years thatI. was 
there I never saw a woman get any liniment 
after being beaten in my life. I'll tell you 
what they are punisaed for. They are pun- 
ished for talking in the sewing room or offend- 
iow the trusty in some trivial way. She re- 
ports the matter, and on the unsupported 
word of one convict, which is contradicted by 
a dozen, ii they would summon up 
courage enough to talk, the poor 
wretch is whipped and put in the 
blind cell. The report says for two orthree 
days, and ot late only Over night and tor re- 
fusing to work. Maude Abbey, whois now 
living at G04 Myrtle street in this city, was put 
in the dark cell and Kept there for 

THIRTEEN DAYS AND THIRTEEN NIGHTS. 
The women were putteo making whips, and 
because theyj could not handie the stiff raw- 
bide I have seen six and seven of them 
marched down tothe commissary after supper 
o be whipped. Why, they come back 
ooking like kicked dogs. One nightI was 
walking through the hall, when I looked doan 
through a crack in the floor. They were whip- 
pingaman. You ought to see his bare back, 
as white as snow, and every place the lash fe}} 
the weltsraised. And oh! to hear 

THAT POOR FELLOW “8 CRIES FOR MERCY, 
begying them for God's 8ake not to whip nim. 
One man waslashed for disorderly conduct. 
Another convict said the manintendedto fire 
the penitentiary, and he was given 100 lashes, 
six months in solitary confinement and 
100 lashes at the end of that 
time. -They have inspectors—what is the 
use of them? Ic is known when they will come 
and everything isin readiness. That is the 
way the Penitentiary is inspected.’’ 

‘*Who is responsible tor these cruelties you 
speak of?’’ 

‘*‘Idon’t know. The authorities place con- 
fidence in negroes who run the place. The 
flour and eggs areused to make cakes which 
are sold tothe prisoners who have money.

I was teacber in 
the Sunday-school, but I ask you to do all you 
can to ameliorate the condition of the women, 
if it is only to give them a cup of tea or coffee. 
I have promiged the women to do whatI can. 
I’m no church-goer, but, with God’s help, I’ 
help them.’’

DOME DOINGS. 


A Lack of Litigation—Approaching the 


Close ofthe Term. 

The ooaly courtsin session under the dome 
to day were the Appellate, the Probate and 
two divisions of the Circuit, Nos. 2 and 5, 
Judges Horner and Thayer. In the Circuit 
Court the end of the trial docket forthe Feb- 
ruary term is about to be reached, 


and hence the lack of activity inthat depart- 
ment of justice. The April term will com- 
mence the tirst Monday in April. Judge Lind- 
ley’s court has stood adjourned for several 
days past, the court having a considerabie 
burden of cases under advisement, 
to which it is devoting its 
attention in chambers. The business in the 
Court of Appeals is now proceeding with reg- 
ularity and dispatch, Judge Lewis, the pre- 
siding member ofthat bench, having returnea 
to take his share of the work in cham- 
bers. The younger men at the 
bar complain bitterly of a lack of clients at 
thistime and deplore the fact that even dai- 
vorce business, aclass of cases hitherto ig- 
nored by the highly reputable firms, is now 
diverted from their channe!) of pick-up crumbs.

In response to a letter from Messrs. Mauntel, 
Borges & Co., a milling firm of Halsted, Kas., 
writes regarding|the growing crop of wheat 
and the chinch bugs in that State: ‘‘Asto our 
growing crop we Can assure you that our pros- 
pects at the present time of the seagon have 
never beeu more favorable than they are now. 
We have not heard of a single remark by any 
one about chinch bugs damaging the wheat. 
As rnuch as we can learn the average Of grow- 
ing wheat is this year about 15 per cent larger 
than last year.’’ ot 

There has been some talk on the floor lately 
of heavy shipments of corn headed for this 
market from lowa, the high figures once more 
prevailing here having attracted the attention 
of shippers in that State and diverted 
their grain here. It is true that holders of 
lowa corn have once more turned their atten- 
tion to the St. Louis market, but so far they 
have not followed it up with any increased 
shipments, contenting themseives simply with 
inquiries as to the condition of this market and 
occasionally selling a little for forward de- 
livery. Fewif any cars have been ordered 
from the C.,B. and Q. road, and talk about one 
party sending for 1,000 cars is all nonsense. 


The visible supply of wheat and corn have 
each decreased a million bushels in the week 
ending March 18, making wheat 13,400,000 
bushela and corn 1),900,000 bushels on latter 
date.

100,000 bushels. The ‘‘visible’’ ot wheat last 
year at this time was over 22,000,000 bushels. 
It isclatmed that ofthe New York stock of 
about } ,000,000 bushels No. 2 red wheat, 300,000 
bushels are owned by millers, and about 200,- 
000 awaiting sbipment abroad, leaving salable 
only about 500,000 bushels, while the prospec- 
tive receipte and the takings of exporters and 
millers, as estimated by the poses interested 
in higher prices for April, will reduce the sup- 
ply of deliverable wheat to such a point that 
the shorts will be in their power.

NEW RAILROAD PROJECT, 


EL EA SSN | 
Which Will Connect St. Louis 
With the Atlantic Coast in 
the South. 


- — 
—— 


Col. Sam. Tate’s New Enterprise—The 
Reaute of the New Railroad. 


Col. Sam Tate, ex-President of the Memphis 
andCharieston and the Memphis and Little 
Rotk railroads, arrived this morning from Ar- 
kansas and registered atthe Southern. Shortly 
after his arrival he inquired for Mr. R. 5S. 
Huys and ex-Governor Brown, but 
was notified that those gentlemen had 
gone to New York OCOity for the purpose 
of attending an election of the officers of the 
Missouri Pacific road. Consequentiy Col. Tate 
will proceed to New York this evening. In 
response to the reportorial card that traveled 
to Lis room this morning, he sent down an in- 


vitation to ‘‘come up,’* and the representa- 
tive of the POST-DISPATCH went up. 

‘*How can | serve you?’’ inquired Col. Tate, 
in a pleasant manner. 

‘*By telliug me something of the flood.’’ 

‘*That is too long astory, lam afraid, for 
everything is under water. I weut nearly tour 
hundred miles out of my way, but Managed to 
reach here over the Iron Mountain Road. 
Phere are thirty-four miles of the Memphis 
and Little Rock Railroad completely sub- 
merged, with ao present prospects of relief. I 
learn there is cousiderable destitution and 
sulfering throughout the South.’’ 

‘*Are youengaged in any railroad enter: 
prises now?’’ 

‘*Yes; lam organizing a road that should 
attract the attention uf your people, as being 
the most direct und independent outlet to the 
Atvantic Coast. Owing to ill-health I resigued 
ali way oflices about two years ago and went to 
rurope. where Istayed one year. On my re- 
turn I spent another year in the 
Colorado Mountains, and am now 
sulticientiy recovered to undertake 
Obe more enterprise, which shall be my very 
last railroad effort, and even this will be turn- 
ed over to my sou, Sum Tate, Jr., atcer its in 
auguaration.’? 

‘- What isthe new enterprise?’’ 

‘‘itiscailed tne Birmingham and North- 
western Railroad. Lvuok at this mop here and 
I will iudicute where the interests of St. 
Louis and Missouri are involved. The road 
begins inthe city of Birmingham, Jefferson 
county, <Ala., and traverses 75 niles 
of coal fieids. Prof. Toomey, the State Geolo- 
vist of AinDalna, Says there are six continuous 
Veinsoi coal included within an ares of 5,000 
uliles. Prot. Otto Woot, of Wisconsin, in his 
anuivsis declares itthe best bituminous coal 
Ou the centinent, with the exception of u small 
ficid near YoungstOwn, Ohio. For fitteen 
months we have tested itinthe Alice furnace 
at Birmingham and find it makes 
the best coke iron. Nearly ail 
tne manufacturing coaland coke used atthe 
iron Mountain andiu St. Louis comes from 
Connelisville, Penn., abd costs $650 a ton, 
while we can furnish our coke at 34504 ton, 
and warrant it to be of better quality.’’ 

‘*Where will the road run?’’ 

‘*From Birmingham to Corinth, about 140 
miles, andto the lrovu Mouptainin Missouri, 
about 3800 miles. The western connections 
are direct with St. Louis and 
Kansas City, giving a direct outlet for 
western produce to Central Alabuma, Georgia, 
South Carolina and Fiorida. Onthe east the 
connectionsare already made to Pensacola, 
Mobile, Savannah, New Orleans, Brunswick, 
Charleston and Atlanta. This road will be 
utilized entirely to move the 500,000 bales of 
cotton that annually conceutrate at Memphis 
and gives an independent outlet to 
Charleston. But the point with 
us is that our inherent tonnage 
power is sufficient for the creation of this 
road without considering the produce that 
centers in Alabama and Georgia. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, thatthe Birmingham and 
Northwes:ern Road forms a direct connection 
Letween the whole Northwest and the sSouth- 
eastern coast, besides furnishing this city and 
the Iron Mountain with coke and manufactur- 
ing coal, tor whichthey now go to Pennsyl- 


' Vania.’’ ‘

THE EXPRESS WAR. 


Discussion in the Federal Court as to the 
Form of Decree, 


Accordirg to arrangement Judges McCrary 
and Treatin the United States Circuit Court 
to-day heard the arguments of counsel touch- 
ing the form of decree to be entered in the 
cases of the Express Companies against the 
Railroad Companies. 

It will be remembered that Justice Miller 
rendered a cecision a short time since emi- 


nently favorable to the express companies. 
Alithe rights and privileges claimed by the 
express companies were sustained, and it was 
held that the adjustment of the matters of ac- 
counting between the companies for 
the service performed, the regulation 
of rates, etc., should be referred to 
the master in chancery. and that a bond could 
be required of an express company by a rail 
road compapy in protection of its interests for 
conducting tbe carrying service of the express 
companies’ business. It is the intention of the 
railroad companies, lron Mountain, Missouri 
Pacific, etc., to carry the case 
up to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
but considerable time will elapse before that 
tribunal is reached for a final disposition of 
the questions in controversy. The decree to 
be entered in this court will follow the ruling 
of Justice Milier. The court was 
addressed this morning in the 
matter by C. A. Seward, Judge Breckenridge, 
Samuel T. Glover and Mr. Whitford for the 
express companies, and by T. J. Portis, James 
O. Broadhead and Mr. Peck for the railroad 
companies. |
